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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicants repeated the previous argument as that the cited combination of references fails to render the claimed methods prima facie 
obviousness for the reasons of record. Applicants further argue that, citing the five references provided in the last response, the mere 
fact that a certain thing may result from a given set of circumstances is not sufficient to establish inherency, and obviousness cannot be 
predicted on what is unknown, and that the examiner did not address the references. Applicants argument has been fully considered, but 
is not persuasive for the reasons of record and for the reasons below. First, as addressed previousely. the Beeley reference expressly 
teaches a method of treatment using the same agent as that of the instant invention (an exendin or an agonist thereof) for lowering 
plasma lipids. Given the fact that triglyceride (TG) is one of the two major plasma lipids (the other is cholesterol, as evidenced by the 
Beer reference), the inherency of lowering TG by Beeley's method for lowering plasma lipids is instantly obvious, not "unknown". Further, 
the references provided by applicants in the last response have been fully considered, and they are irrelevant to the instant situation 
because of the following: the references are related to various pharmaceutical agents for the treatment of dyslipidemia, and indicate that 
depending upon the specific agents used, they have different effect on lowering different subtypes of plasma lipids. While the examiner 
acknowledges that dififerent agents have different effect on lowering plasma lipids, there is no specific pattern to follow for prediction. 
Therefore, what one agent does is irrelevant to what other agents can do. 

Further, applicants submitted an additional reference for consideration, which is not timely filed, and therefore it has not been considered 
in the instant action. 
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
